After  the  outbreak  of  the  European  war 
Ott  designated  Sorge  as  press  attache  of  the  embassy, 
putting  him  on  the  German  payroll,  and  - iving  him  the 
strength  ®f  official  position.  Most  mornings  after 
Sorge  had  pounded  out  the  press  releases  ®n  the  progress 
of  the  war  in  Europe,  he  joined  the  ambassador  over  late 
breakfast.  Sorge  had  much  to  give  the  ambassador  in  the 
way  of  Japanese  gossip  and  fact,  and  in  turn  the  ambas¬ 
sador  had  much  to  tell  Sorge.  he  showed  Srrge  the  in¬ 
structions  from  home  snd  his  proposed  replies.  Having 
the  ambassador's  example,  he  did  the  other  chief  members 
of  the  mission,  the  officer  closest  to  Dr.  Richard  S®rge, 
Soviet  Spy,  being  none  other  than  Colonel  Meissinger  of 
the  Gestapo.  On  occasion  Sorge  memorized  the  essentials 
of  these  documents  and  conversations ,  and  sometimes  he 
recorded  the  documents  with  his  ever  present  camera.
